Memorial Day 
Events Begin 
With Parade 


Sierra Madre will observe 
Memorial Day, May 30, in a 
series of ceremonies beginning 
with a parade downtown at 10 
a.m. and climaxed by a com¬ 
munity mass meeting at City 
School Auditorium, 141 W. 
Highland, beginning at 8 p.m. 

One of the most impressive 
events of the day will be the 
gathering at the cemetery 
where the parade will end. 
Near the 40 graves of Sierra 
Madre's fallen veterans the 
townspeople and parade par¬ 
ticipants will assemble for a 
traditional ceremony to include 
the reading of the Honor Roll 
by Judge John C. Mead. 

The invocation at the cere¬ 
mony will be given by the Rev. 
Harley G. Smith, Jr., of the 
Episcopal Church of the Ascen¬ 
sion, followed by a speech by 
Col. Walter Thurber. After the 
Roll of Honor has been read, 
the squad of honor will fire its 
salute followed by Bugler 
Charles A. Phipps sounding 
taps. The observance will be 
concluded by the benediction 
given by Father Thomas O’Mal¬ 
ley of St. Rita’s Church. 

Parade Assembly 

Participants in the parade 
will assemble at City Park at 
9 a.m., one hour before it starts 
its route east on Sierra Madre 
Blvd. to the cemetery. At the 
lead will be the distinguished 
Louis Van Iersel, veteran of 
World Wars I and II, and win¬ 
ner of the rare Congressional 
Medal of Honor. 

Next in line will be the com¬ 
mander of VFW’s Harry L. Era- 
bree Post 3208, William “Bud” 
Marsh, followed by members of 
Company C, 140th Tank Bat¬ 
talion, National Guard in Mon¬ 
rovia, bearing the colors in 
front of an M-47 tank. 

Other mechanized equip¬ 
ment in the parade will include 
another tank, a tank retriever, 
and jeeps supplied through the 
National Guard, Headquarters 
980th Field Artillery Battalion, 
in Arcadia. 

The firing squad and Bugler 
Phipps will be led by VFW 
Past Commander Roy Davis. 

The band will be composed 
of Sierra Madre and Marshall 
Junior High students, with a 
main portion of the parade 
consisting of VF”W members, 
members of the VFW Ladies’ 
Auxiliary, American Legion 
Auxiliary, Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts, Campfire Girls, and 
other uniform and non-uniform 
groups.

In the formal dedications W. 
Webster Vannier, president of . 
the library board, was the first 
to speak, followed by the Rev. 
George Lindsay who gave the 
dedication prayer. Other princi¬ 
pal speakers were Mayor 
Charles H. James and Architect 
Robert H. Ainsworth of Sierra 
Madre. 

The second formal ceremony 
of great significance was the 
unveiling of the plaque in the 
Community Room dedicated to 
the memory of soldiers from t 
Sierra Madre who have given 
their lives in many wars. Prin¬ 
cipals in that dedication were 
the Rev. Robert Schaper, Roy 
Davis of the VFW, and E. Mar¬ 
vin Weese, prominent Sierra 
Madre artist who presented an 
artistic handmade book, spon¬ 
sored by the local Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, containing the 
names of those on the Honor 
Roll.

strong possibility, until last 
Tuesday, that the pool would 
remain closed for the summer. 

According to City Adminis¬ 
trator Bevington, an analysis 
of last year's accounts revealed 
low cash receipts for the month 
of June. The pool, therefore, 
will be opened July 1 this year, 
and will remain open for two 
months and one week, until 
after Labor Day in September. 

Admission fees will be in¬ 
creased to 20 cents for those 
under 18, and to 50 cents for 
adults. 

Harold S. Turner, who has 
managed the pool's operation 
previously, and has proved a 
good disciplinarian, will super¬ 
vise as a city employee at an 
hourly wage of $2, assisted by 
a life guard at $1.25 per hour. 
Approximately $350 will be 
spent by the City for repairs 
and reconditioning. 

Mayor James pointed out that 
the Red Cross now will be able 
to continue its project of giving 
swimming lessons during the 
summer. Council members also 
appeared favorable to keeping 
the pool open two evenings a 
week, but tabled decision on 
this suggestion for a future 
meeting. 


members reluctantly agreed, 
was sacrifice of the music 
teacher, Mrs. Matilda Smith.

At Home After Voyage

of one symbol for “ng,” “th,” 
"sh,” etc. 

Since English is spoken and 
read by 200 million people as 
a first language, and 200 mil¬ 
lion more as a second, any sim¬ 
plified spelling would mean an 
overwhelming savings in the 
time and costs of printing. 
Mitchell estimates one metro¬ 
politan newspaper could save 
over a million dollars annually 
in newsprint costs. 

Mitchell says his main object 
is to make the written word 
more easily available. 

“I want to help the 58 per 
cent, representing those of av¬ 
erage intelligence, who must 
waste time in learning by repe¬ 
tition, time that could be spent 
in increasing vocabularies and 
comprehension.” 

He also feels that many oth¬ 
er student problems are due to 
reading difficulties, which 
could be reduced by his read¬ 
ing method.

While educators and laymen 
argue the question of phonetics 
versus sight reading in the 
public schools, Philip T. Mitch¬ 
ell, Sierra Madre sixth grade 
teacher, has produced what he 
considers a practical answer to 
end the controversy. 

Since 1939, Mitchell has been 
working on a system of sym¬ 
bols which could make the 
teaching of reading an accurate 
science. 

“Difficulties arise because 
the correlation between sight 
and sound 'is low,” Mitchell 
says, and points to the letter 
“a” as in cake. “Students are 
taught the sound and the letter 
‘a,’ and are then confronted 
with fourteen differtnt ways of 
spelling that sound. We try to 
teach phonetics in our present 
system, but sight reading must 
be largely employed with con¬ 
tinued time wasting repetition 
to learn words individually.” 

Acpording to orthographers, 
the fundamental difficulty is 
that no alphabet ever adopted 
has been based on the policy of 
providing one character, and 
only one, for each of the sepa¬ 
rate sounds of the English 
language. But Mitchell’s pro¬ 
posed system does this with 
forty symbols, or letters, con¬ 
sisting of seven vowels as we 
now know them, and sixteen 
familiar consonants plus ten 
new vowels and seven new 
consonants. 

As a teacher, Mitchell has 
been in contact with reading 
and spelling problems for eight¬ 
een years, and has seen much 
time wasted because of the in¬ 
consistencies of the English 
language. He believes that with 
his plan, students could be 
taught the forty symbols, and 
then could read any words 
without the confusion of ano¬ 
malies and exceptional cases. 

Vowels are the chief source 
of trouble, Mitchell contends. 
Consider the “oo” sound in nine 
different spellings: “Who threw 
the two prunes through the true 
moon to Lieutenant Louise?” 

Mitchell’s spelling includes a 
symbol of interlocked “o’s” in 
each case. He inverts letters for 
the short vowel sounds, similar 
to the “schwa,” or inverted 
"e,” now used by the Interna¬ 
tional Phonetic Association. He 
eliminates “c,” "q,” and “x,” 
which are duplicated else¬ 
where. 

Other simplifications include 
dropping all double, silent, and 
modifying letters, and the use 


Survey Shows Public Likes 
Zoning Law, With Changes 


Teen-Agers Dig New Name to 


Councilman Lome Pratt reported at last Tuesday’s Council 
meeting the results of 2,000 questionnaires he had distributed 
asking Sierra Madre’s citizens their opinions on the proposed new 
zoning ordinance. This law, if enacted, will change considerably 
the use of land and property in this city, and has been the 

subject of much heated debate 
at two previous hearings before 
the Planning Commission. 

Pratt was highly gratified, he 
said, with the intense interest 
shown by the 712 replies — a 
much higher percentage than 
usual in public polls. Contrary 
to the tenor of the open hear¬ 
ings, most of the answers did 
not indicate opposition to the 
ordinance, he stated. 

However, the majority fa¬ 
vored the continuance of home 
occupations, in residential areas 
providing the activities did not 
constitute a nuisance to neigh¬ 
bors. An overwhelming num¬ 
ber believed Sierra Madre pri¬ 
marily should be a residential 
city, but many favored multi¬ 
ple dwellings in areas close to 
the business district. The ma¬ 
jority did not favor an expan¬ 
sion of the business or indus¬ 
trial area. 

Pratt said the replies had 
three surprising aspects. Many 
persons favored guest homes, 
homes for the aged and similar 
institutions. Secondly, interest¬ 
ing comments sometimes ran 
to 10 pages in length and, 
thirdly, the questionnaire re¬ 
vealed at least 201 home occu¬ 
pations here. 

Among them were 41 ma¬ 
chine shops, 12 contractors, 31 
aritists and writers, 7 laun¬ 
dresses, 76 offices, 8 baby sit¬ 
ters, 3 doctors, 4 cabinet shops, 
and sundry occupations such 
as ministers, music and dance 
teachers, and even one chin¬ 
chilla ranch.

Says Appropriations Committee Is 
Unacquainted With Problems 

Congressman Edgar W. Hie- 
stand (21st District of Califor¬ 
nia), by special appointment, 
appeared before the House Ap¬ 
propriations Committee which 
handles flood control funds, in 
behalf of Los Angeles County 
and especially the communities 
of Monrovia, Sierra Madre, 

Arcadia, Altadena, Burbank 
and the San Fernando Valley. 

The Committee, according to 
Hiestand, has been carefully 
reorganized since the Demo¬ 


crats won control of the House, 
and only one member had ever 
heard the story of flood control 
appropriations. 

"We had a complete new 
selling* job to do." said Hie¬ 
stand. "Eastern Congressmen 
little realized the scope of dis¬ 
aster threatened from the fire- 
denuded mountain canyons and 
the havoc that could be 
wrought by rainy season floods. 

“I stressed the fact that the 
Angeles National Forest, being 
owned entirely by the Federal 
Government, was and is a fed¬ 
eral responsibility, but that the 
Los Angeles County Flood Con¬ 
trol District had contributed 
over the years approximately 
$1.50 to every dollar the Fed¬ 
eral Government had contrib¬ 
uted for the great flood control 
projects under the direction of 
the Corps of Engineers. 

“Diagrams, maps, Los Ange¬ 
les newspapers of 1934 and 
1938, showing the extreme dis¬ 
asters of those years were pre¬ 
sented and numerous questions 
answered. The Committee was 
brought to realize that a sud¬ 
den flash flood rushing out of 
one of these canyons is not 
only a sudden wall of water, 
but a wall of rocks and boul¬ 
ders, some of them as large as 
automobiles, rushing rapidly, 
and in the two floods men¬ 
tioned, taking out buildings 
and lives. The combined losses 
of these two floods alone ex¬ 
ceeded 100 lives and many 
scores of millions of dollars. 

“Los Angeles County Flood 
Control program, under the 
able supervision of Col. H. E. 
Hedger, has been doing a mag¬ 
nificent job over the years, 
steadily adding dams, protect¬ 
ed washes and run-off chan¬ 
nels, as well as settling basins. 
This past year a great job was 
done above Sierra Madre, Mon¬ 
rovia and Arcadia especially. 
Through the cooperation of the 
Forest Service and the Army 
Corps of Engineers, we now 
have five new debris dams pro¬ 
tecting those cities. 

“Connecting washes for run¬ 
offs, however, are highly im¬ 
portant. I asked for $750,000 
for the improvement and lining

Sierra Madreans who drive 
the freeways will be interested 
in a report from the California 
Highway Patrol telling how the 
driver who creeps along, block¬ 
ing the fast moving traffic 
lane, has suffered another set- 

Califomia Highway Patrol 
Commissioner B. R. Caldwell 
has cited a recently concluded 
jury trial to emphasize the ne¬ 
cessity for slower moving vehi¬ 
cles to travel in the right-hand 
lane or as close to the right 
edge of the roadway as is prac¬ 
ticable. 

A motorist in violation of this 
vehicle code provision was cited 
into court by a California High¬ 
way Patrol officer for traveling 
at speeds of from 10 to 45 miles 
per hour in the inside traffic 
lane on San Francisco’s heav¬ 
ily traveled Bayshore Freeway. 

The violator demanded a 
jury trial, was found guilty, 
and was assessed a $50 fine. 

Many drivers fail to realize 
that traveling too slow ranks 
with traveling too fast as a fre¬ 
quent cause of serious traffic 
accidents. It is the duty of any 
motorist to keep as far to the 
right as possible if he is not 
keeping pace with the normal 
flow of traffic," Commissioner 
Caldwell repeated.

The sermon to be delivered 
by the Rev. George Lindsay at 
the Congregational Church Sun¬ 
day will be “Keep the Faith!” 

Last Sunday, Rev. Lindsay 
said: “Faith, no matter how 
profound, has never prevented 
misfortunes.” Life, he stated, 
has always visited its heaviest 
blows upon those things on 
which people depend the most. 

According to Rev. Lindsay, it 
makes no difference whether 
it be property, or friends, or 
health that count most, the 
human being is always subject 
to the loss of any of them. The 
resulting discouragement is re¬ 
flected in our age in the in¬ 
creasingly violent escapes from 
life which occupy the mind or 
destroy the body, he stated. 

“No amount of right thinking 
is going to prevent the failure 
of these instruments,” he said. 
“Indeed, we ought never to use 
our faith in order to secure 
blessings for ourselves. The 
only reason to worship God is 
that He is. 

“But it is in the recognition 
of this very reality of God that 
the miracle of salvation is 
wrought.

"It does not take a technical 
man to see how smoke from 
hundreds of incinerators in one 
neighborhood soon spreads a 
hazy screen over the entire 
area," Griswold said.

Others share his feeling. The 
late George Bernard Shaw 
called our alphabet “hopelessly 
inadequate,” in a preface to 
“The Miraculous Birth of Lan¬ 
guage,” by Richard Albert Wil¬ 
son. Shaw made a strong plea 
for an entirely new set of sym¬ 
bols with “One sound, one let¬ 
ter.” In typical Shavenese he 
called sweat and sweet, whet 
and wheat “reckless inconsist¬ 
encies. and height an "ortho¬ 
graphic monstrosity.” 

Shaw claimed our language 
has been reduced to absurdity, 
and that much of our bad pro¬ 
nunciation is due to ridiculous 
spelling. He estimated his lit 
erary output could have been 
doubled with a reformed spell 
ing. Shaw went even further 
by suggesting that grammar 
be simplified, but Mitchell has 
not attempted that—yet! 

Many efforts have been made 
along the lines on which Mitch¬ 
ell is working, but due to popu¬ 
lar sentiment and the reluc¬ 
tance of printers, little head¬ 
way has been made by the 
English speaking peoples. But 
Spain, Russia. Haiti, and China 
have reformed their spellings. 

Teacher Mitchell has' gone 
into his subject thoroughly, in¬ 
cluding refinements for stage 
speaking, and boldface for cor¬ 
rect accent in primary reading 
books. 

Whenever he has cornered a 
person willing to serve as 
“guinea pig,” Mitchell has 
found the material is easily 
absorbed. As for that word 
“guinea," Mitchell spells it 
"gine" with an inverted “i,” 
which means a 33 1 3 per cent 
saving in letters. 

"We've broken the sonic bar¬ 
rier," says Mitchell, "now Frj 
like to break the phonic bar¬ 
rier. It's just as important.”
